This is a decision on the papers filed 01 Deceitiber 1997. 

BACKGRniJ^p 

On 23 April 1997, applicant filed international application 
PCT/US97/06831, which claimed priority of three earlier United 
States provisional applications filed 23 April 1996 and a fourth 
United States provisional application filed on 03 May 1996. 
Accordingly, the twenty month period for paying the basic 
national fee in the United States expired at midnight on 23 
December 1997. A copy of the international application was not 
required because the international application was filed with the 
United states Receiving Office. 

On 27 May 1997, the United States Receiving Office mailed an 
Invitation to Correct Defects in the International Application 
(PCT/RO/10 6) indicating that:- 

1) the Request filed 23 April 1997 does not comply with the 
signature requirements of PCT Rules 4.15 and 90.4, because 
it was signed by what appears to be an agent /comivion 
representative but the international application was not 
accompanied by a power of attorney appointing him and 
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2) the drawing sheets are not numbered in consecutive Arabic 
nvwaerals and do not comply with the minimiuu margin 
requirements .
